give up some cf the ground they had 
taken and force them in a northeast- 
erly direction toward Langemarck, from 
which place the attack started.

Asphyxiating Gas Produced, 

Field Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander-in-chief of the British forces, 
communicated the following under yes- 
terday’s date regarding the fighting 
near Ypres. Thursday evening the en-

of Bixschoote and Langemarck on the 
north of the'Ypres salient. 

“This attack was preceded by a heavy 
bombardment, the enemy at the same 
time making use of a large number of 
appliances for the production of asphyx- 
fating gas.

“The false statement made by the

It obviously was an effort to 
diminish neutral criticism in advance.

NAVY AIRMAN GOES UP 10,000 
FEET IN HYDROAEROPLANE 


New World’s Record Is Established 
by Lieut. Bellinger Flying From 
Pensacola (Fla.) Station. 
PENSACOLA, Fla., April 24—A new 
world’s record altitude flight of 10,000 
feet in a hydroaeroplane was made here 
late yesterday by Lieut. P. N. L. Bel- 
linger at the Naval Aeronautical Sta- 

tion. 

In one hour and # minutes Lieut. Bel- 
linger made his ascent, which, so far as 
official data shows, never has _ been 
equaled. He took 16 minutes gliding 
back to earth. On June 13, 1913, Lieut. 
Bellinger made the best previous frec- 
ord for an altitude flight in a hydro- 
acroplane at Ai.napolis, when he climbed 
to 6200 feet.

He found a woman in bed in a room 
at the hotel. He saw no baby. 

Chappell was asked if he had ever 
seen Mrs. Campbell. He answered: 
“Well, I don’t know,” and explained that 
a woman had called on him a short 
time before his deposition was taken and 
said she was Mrs. Campbell and asked 
him if he recognized her. He told her 
that he did not. 

“You won’t say that the woman who 
called on you was this Mrs. Campbell 
who was there in bed?’’ he was asked. 
His answer was ‘“No.”’ 

He was unable to remember the year, 
but recalled the circumstance because 
it was the only confinement case that 
was attended by Dr. Smith at the Grand 
Union. He was unable to say that the 
woman was Mrs. Campbell. 

Contestants Case Closes. 


The contestants’ case Was closed short- 
ly after noon yesterday, rather sooner 
than was expected, but it is expected 
that considerable testimony will be of- 
fered by Attorney Ottofy in rebuttal.

No Demurrer Filed. 

It was considered significant by those 
who have followed the case that the de- 
fense, at the close of the contestants’ 
testimony, did not file a demurrer and 
ask that the Judge take the case from 
the jury and dismiss it. This is usually 
done when the defense takes the posi- 
tion that there has not been sufficient 
evidence to warrant submission of the 
issue to the jury. While such a motion 
is seldom granted, it is frequently filed 
as a formality and as an _ indication 
that the defense does not think that a 
case of any strength has been made. 


Morton Jourdan, for the defense, 
introduced the birth certificate. Otto- 
fy objected that it was admissable 
only as showing that a birth occurred 
at the time and place indicated and 
not as tending to establish who the 
parents were, but it was read to the 
jury.

UFFIGIAL INDICTED, 
FORMER DUQUOIN 
BANK CLERK HELD 


Grand Jury Returns True Bills 
Against Two Men After Clos- 
ing of Horn Institution. 


DUQUOIN, Ill, April 24.—Follow- 
ing the return of indictments by the 


grand jury against two men in con- 


nection with the failure of the Du- 
quoin Bank of Henry, Frank Wells, a 
former employe of the bank, was ar- 
rested today. He was later released 
under a $500 bond. Wells is secretary 
of the Duquoin School Board and 
special collector of public improve. 
ment assessments in the city. 

Fifteen indictments charging em- 
bezzlements and working of a confi- 
dence game were returned against an 
official of the bank, but he has not 
been arrested. The bank closed last 
December on the day that Henry 
Horn Sr., owner of the bank, died. It 
has never reopened. 

During the investigation by the grand 
jury of the Duquoin City Court, a 
summons for Henry Horn Jr., cashier of 
the bank, to appear as a witness, was 
issued, but court officers reported that 
they were unable to find him. 

Following the death of Henry Horn 
Sr., the founder and sole owner of the 
bank, and the refusal of two of his 
sons to act as executors of the estate. 
Ww. W. Parks, a son-in-law, and the 
Rev. Father C. H. Eschmann, pastor of 
the Sacred Heart Catholic Church, of 
which Horn was a member, took pos- 
session of the estate. 

Their report, made public Feb. 6, 
showed that only $1654.01 remained in 
the bank, although the deposits and 
other claims against the estate amount- 
ed to more than $300,000. 

Among the assets was an item markea 
“disputed overdraft” for $89,045.45. The 
assets were listed by the appraisers at 
$404,706.02, but many of the notes and 
securities were found to be of doubt- 
ful value. 

The disputed overdrafts, according 
the report, consisted of two items whicn 
were charged against the account of 
Henry Horn Sr. a few days before his 
death, although he Was unable to léave 
his bed at the time and nad not been 
actively in charge of the bank’s affairs

It was not forthcom- 
ing, Walsh announced, in time for its 
contents to be used at the recent hear- 
ing in New York, and he considered 
the information. contained in it of a 
character to warrant the reopening of 
the hearing. 

What Correspondence Shows. 

“The commission has today made as 
a part of its record,’’ Walsh said, ‘‘a 
mass of correspondence not only show- 
ing that the Rockefellers were in con- 
stant touch with every phase of the 
Colorado coal strike situation, but they 
knew the strike was coming and were 
prepared for it. 

“Mr. Rockefeller testified at the hear- 
ing of the commisaion in New York and 
aiso before the Congressional Investi- 
gating Committee that he had kept his 
hands off the strike situation and had 
no knowledge of conditions in the coal 
fields. These letters and _ telegrams 
which we nave today filed in the record 
make it plain that every step taken by 
the Rockefeller agents in Colorado in 
the strike was taken with the knowledge 
and assent of Mr. Rockefeller’s office 
in New York.

The French 
and British attacks broke down under 
the German fire. The number of pris- 
ovuers—French, English and Belgian - 
rese to 2470. The pieces of cannon cap 
tured up to the present total 3. In 
addition, a large number of machine 
zuns and rifles and much ammunition 
and other war material were taken by 
the Germans. West of the Ypres Canal 
ihe Gerin.ns stormed the town of Li- 
zerne. 

‘In the Champagne region the Ge1- 
mans blasted an enemy trench. Near 
Beausejofierme the French shelled thier 
own trenches with artillery. 

‘Between the Meuse and the Mosei!> 
French attacks failed. The enemy who 
hud entered the German trenches were 
ejected. In th Forest of Le Pretre the 
Germans made progress.”’ 

The French official statement 
gives fuller particulars of the way 
the Germans forced the French lines 
back Thursday evening to the north 
of Ypres, between the Yser canal and 
the Boel Capelle road, Thick, yellow 
smoke emitted from the German 
trenches, and driven by northerly 
winds, produced an effect of complete 
asphyxiation among the troops, which 
was felt even in the second line posi- 


tions. 

“Counter attacks made yesterday 
already have enabled us to regain 
part of the ground lost,” says the 
statement. “Our situation has been 
completely consolidated and our ac- 


tion is being carried out under good 
conditions with the support of the 
British and Belgian troops.”

“]BREITUNG TESTIFIES

He told Mrs. Jones that 
he knew of no law for the issuance of a 
replevin writ in a case of that,kind. 

Mrs. Jones telephoned to Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Floyd W. Brooks, 
but he refused to interfere. She depart- 
ed from Valley Park after announcing 
that she would employ an attorney in 
St. Louis and take charge of the 
funeral. 

The services was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon under the auspices of the Mod- 
ern Woodmen of America, in which 
Jones had $2000 insurance. He also had 
a little other property.

VISITING NURSES 
NN TUBERCULOSIS 
FIGHT NEEDED HERE 


Health Commissioner Starkloff 
Tells of Conditions and 
Possibilities. 


The news story in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch telling of the work being done 
in six other large American cities 
against tuberculosis, and setting forth in 
contrast the failure of St. Louis to do 
anything, as a municipality, in preven- 
tive work, was read with interest at the 
city hall, where the year’s apportion- 
ment of funds for city work is being 
completed. 

A dispatch from Cleveland, received 
too late for publication yesterday, shows 
that Cleveland is in line “with New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore and Cincinnati, whose meth- 
ods and expenditures were related. 

The annual appropriation for anti- 
tuberculosis work in Cleveland, the dis- 
patch states, is $39,282 There are six 
dispensaries, each under a salaried phy- 
sician. There are 26 visiting nurses. 

Cleveland has a sanitarium for early 
cases, with 225 beds; a sanatarium for 
advanced cases, with 100 beds; a colony 
for children, with 50 beds, and a day 
camp, with capacity for 20. A city ordi- 
nance requires the registration of cases 
and the removal of those so situated as 
to be dangerous to others. Disinfection 
of dwellings is also carried on. 

No Dispensaries Here, 

In comparison with this showing, St. 
Louis has no tuberculosis dispensaries, 
no visiting nurses, and a small municipal 
hospital (Koch) which, in practice, is 
for advanced cases only. 

St. Louis has disinfection, conducted 
by the regular fumigators of the Health 
Department, in houses where tuvercu- 
losis patients have died. It has no re- 
quirement for the reporting of cases by 
physicians, and no means of compelling 
the removal of a patient who is a men- 
ace to others. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff, dis- 
cussing tuese conditions with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said: 

“A charitable woman, not 
found a family of four in which the 
wife and mother suffered from tuber- 
culcsis. The family was without a suit- 
gbie sleeping place, and this woman 
bought a bed and bedding for th» 
tuberculosis patient. The next time she 
went to call, she saw no other bedding 
around the place, and she _ learned 
that the man, wife and two children 
were all sleeping in the new bed and 
that the others were in far greater peril 
of infection than they had been befor:. 

Need of Visiting Nurses. 

“Now, this 1s the sort of thing that 
we need visiting nurses to prevent. The 
municipal visiting nurse is the first 
thing we need, and if this department 
had the appropriation, we could star, 
& corps of such nurses at once and we 
would show results. 

‘The nurses would educate families 
in precautions against’ tuberculosis. 
“ney would teach the proper methods 
e° infant care and feeding. They would 
repert incipient cases of tuberculos's 
and take measures to protect relatives 
and neighbors from infection. 

‘The ultimate step in fighting tuber- 
culosis must be the isolation of pa- 
iients. Tuberculosis is more dangerwus 
than the diseases for which we. now 
‘eclate patients. People are shamed of 
‘uberculosis because of the false ides 
thal it is nereditary. It is not hered.- 
tary—it is infect'ous. When this false 
pride is overcome and when our physi- 
cians are required to report tuberculosis 
cases, we will be in a way to conqucr 
the disease. 

‘While the dispensaries would not be 
under the control of this department. 
but under the hospital department, I 
am sure that tuberculosis dispensaries, 
on the New York and Chicago plan. 
wonld work in co-operation with the 
Visiting nurse system. The health and 
hospital authorities know what to cc. 
It is only a question of getting - tlie 
money.”’

New York has 200 munici- 
pal visiting nurses, Chicago 
has 75, Philadelphia 50, Bos- 
ton 50, Cleveland 26 and 
Baltimore 17.

PUBLIC SERVICE 
COMMISSION PLACE 


Former Circuit Judge to Succeed 
F. A. Wightman, Who Goes 
to Frisco System. 


Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment in Springfield, Mo., yesterday 
that Frank A. Wightman, a member 
of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, had been appointed Superin- 
tendent of Safety of the Frisco Sys- 
tem, Gov. Major in Jefferson City an- 
nounced that he had accepted Wight- 
man’s resignation and would appoint 
former Circuit Judge Eugene Mc- 
Quillan of St. Louis a member of the 
commission. 

Wightman’s term as a commissioner 
expired April 15. He was an appli- 
cant for reappointment and had re- 
ceived the indorsement of many Re- 
publicans and railway men's organi- 
zations throughout the State. 

The Governor's failure to make an 
announcement of his intentions 
toward a reappointment of Wightman 
caused Wightman's friends’ several 
weeks ago almost to abandon hope. 
Wightman has had the offer from 
the Frisco for several months, and it 
has been known that he would accept 
it only if he decided he was not to 
be reappointed. 

Frisco officials have been holding 
the position of Superintendent of 
Safety open to Wightman for several 
months, but are said to have informed 
him that he either must acept it or 
it would be tendered to some other 
person. 

Wightman is a Republican anc his 
appointment to the commission two 
years ago was due to the fact that he 
was a member of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, which wis 
abolished when the Public Service Com 
mission was created. Gov. Major pro- 
vided piaces for all members of the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission. 
either on the Public Service Commissiun 
or elsewhere. 

Judge McQuillin is a Republican. 
There is no requirement of law that 
the commission shall be bipartisan or 
nonpartisan, but Gov. Major has kept 
two Republicans on the commission, 
which has five members. 

Wightman’s appointment to the com- 
mission was for a short term of two 
‘ears. Judge McQuillin will be ap- 
pointed for six years. 

Wightman was a passenger conductor 
on the Frisco for nearly ™% years be- 
fore his election to the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission. He formerly 
resided at Monett. His home and office 
will be in Springfield.

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UNE CENT AN HOUR 
IS WAGE OF MANY 
WOMEN IN FRANCE 


Between ‘900,000 and 1,000,- 
000 of Them Declared in 
French Senate to Be Vir- 
tually Slaves. 


PARIS, April 24.—Some extraordinary 
statements regarding sweat-shop wages 
in this country were brought out in the 
Senate yesterday, during the debate on 
a bill to fix a minimum wage through- 
out France by boards created by the 
Jean Morel said that be- 


tween 900,000 and 1,000,000 women in 
France were now enduring insupport- 
able servitude and receiving wages bare- 
ly sufficient to maintain life. 

M. Morel, Henry Cheron and Edouard 
Herriot stated that 27 per cent of the 
workers at home on household linen 
goods make from 21-10 cents to 4 cents 
an hour by intense industry. In some 
provincial centers pay for such work 
is 1 cent an hour. 

In Paris 14 per cent of the women 
working upon undergarments make a 
maximum of $4 yearly. Makers of ar- 
tificial flowers, employing much taste 
and manual dexterity, are able to make 
in the best season from 80 cents to $l a 
day, but more than 58 per cent never 
are able to get beyond 30 or 40 cents. 
In the provinces women working upon 
underwear and ready-make clothing are 
able to make only 10 to 12 cents a day 
in most cases and rarely as much as 
20 cents. 

M. Morel, who prepared the senatorial 
committee’s report, went into the ques- 
tion of how such women are able to 
live. He cited one case of a woman 
who made 19 cents a day. She paid 13 
cents on an average for bread, cheese 
and vegetables, leaving 6 cents a day 
for lodging and clothing. 


The bill passed its first reading in the 
Senate. It already had passed the 
chamber in November, 1912.

25,000 MILES: 1 
BRIDE OF ANOTHER 


Woman Who Ran Away With 
$105,000 Embezzler Forgiven 
and Wed by William Munson. 


FASCINATED BY BANKER 


Says Temptation” of a Home, 
Dangled by Ralph Lovell, Led 
Her to South American Trip. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 24—‘‘They say 


“the road to hell {s paved with good in- 
tentions.’’ When I ran away with Ralph 
Lovell, throwing over the man who had 
loved me truly for five years, and the 
only man I have ever loved, my inten- 
tions were good. They led me to hell. 

“Fascinated by the wealth and per- 
sonality of Ralph; charmed by the 
thought of a home of my own after 
years of slaving here for a living, I 
yielded to his ardent pleading. With- 
out marriage I sailed on the same ship 
with him, lived at the same hotels 
and then in a leased villa. And I got 
out of it nothing but torture.’’ 

Thus Mrs. Lillian Camp Munson 
summed up the story of her elopement 
with Ralph Edward Lovell just after 
he had embezzled $105,000 or more from 
the First National Bank of Edgewater, 
N. J. Lovell was 22; she, by her own 
statement, was 28. 

It was after the escapade with Lovell 
that William Munson married her. He 
has just had her released on $5000 bail. 
She was arrested in San Francisco and 
brought east on an indictment charging 
her with aiding and abetting the em- 
bezzlement. 


Smiles as She Tells Story. 

She told the story of her ‘‘25,000-mile 
elopement’”’ with no trace of embarrass- 
ment, and no noticeable recognition of 
criticism attaching itself to her because 
of it. She smiled frequently as she re- 
called incidents of her life with Lovell, 
and she frankly said that her one regret 
was the disagreeable notoriety the af- 
fair was bringing to Munson’s family. 

““‘My father and mother are dead,’’ 
she said. ‘I have no brothers or sis- 
ters. I came to New York eight or 
nine years ago and made my iiving 
through drawing and 0painting. An 
artists’ life is no bed of roses. 

“T met Ralph Lovell. He was a fas- 
cinating boy. His wealth and his flat- 
tery and his attention just swept me off 
my feet. He lavished money upon me. 
1 rode in taxis where before I hal 
walked. I dined in the gayest and most 
expensive restaurants. He showered me 
with gifts and attentions. Then he pro- 
posed to me that I go to South Amer- 
ica with him. 

‘“T refused, but he pleaded with ar- 
dor. He told me of his love. He pic- 
tured a home of our own together in 
some quiet town. My life had been 
hard. The temptation offered of a home 
of my own just swept me off my feet. 
I saw the chance for wealth, husband, 
home and travel and I took it. I never 
thought of the cost. I forgot all about 
the love of my sweetheart Bill, who had 
loved me five years, and whom I was 
then getting ready to marry. I left 
with Ralph.”’

Her Fault They Didn’t Wed. 

Then she continued her story of the 
Lovell elopement: 

“That he did not marry me before we 
sailed was really my fault'as much as 
his.

I knew 
nothing about his embezzlement, and 
never suspected it until I got back after 
the trip. T thought he was very wealthy. 
He had told me so. I never asked him 
where he got his money.

River Front Improvement. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In carefully looking over the different features 
brought out in the “Future St. Louis Exhibit” of 
the Municipal Plan Commission, there seems to 
be one most vital thing missing and that is a 
Gefinite, concise, practical plan for the improve- 
ment of the river front. The Plan Commission's 
treaties on the river front improvement consists 
of nothing more than vague generalities and, 
with no definite plan for immediate action, it is 
clear that another year is to be wasted in tem- 
porizing. 

Tt seems that the engineering problems in- 
volved in the river front improvement, especially 
that part between the Municipal and Fads Bridge, 
are tcoo much for the local engineers and archi- 
tects, Otherwise fixed plans would have been 
evolved witHin the past 10 years. The majority 
of the difficulties, however, are, in fact, trivial 
and there is absolutely no obstacle that is un- 
surmountable; in fact, the basic improvements 
that should be made at once are not only re- 
markably simple but what is equally important, 
they are low in cost. 

In order to stimulate interest 
river front improvement to an issue at once, I 
would respectfully suggest a competitive prize, 
sufficiently large to enlist the interest of the 
best engineering and architectural minds on the 
subject, for the best plans and suggestions for an 
immediate river front improvement, The points 
that govern the contest should be. # 

1. Practicablility. 

2. Economy. 

3. Adaptability of plan to Increase 
traffic, both passenger and freight. 

4. Making an eesy access to the wharves to 
vehicle traffic and pedestrians. 

5. Beauty. 

The funds necessary to carry out the competition 
could probably be obtained through co-operation 
at the different improvement associations and 
public-spirited organizations of the city. 

The competition should be open to all. 

There is absolutely not a single valid reason 
that can be proposed why the river front, near 
the Bads Bridge, should continue to remain an 
evesore and a discrace to St. Louis. IT have such 
an absolvte confidence in the hustle. public s>irit 
and bigness of this city that right now its citi- 
tens are going to get busy on this all-important 
feature. 

The wharf construction can be accomplished by 
the unit eysétem, that is, the construction can be 
gradual, one block or two blocks to be improved 
at a time and each biock consisting of a har- 
monious writ that can become a consonant part 
or the ent improvement when all the units 
have been fompleted and joined.

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THE TWELFTH STREET PLAZA. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch by

Is the threatened abandonment of Twelfth 
sueet going to result in adding another to the 
number of St. Louis’ lost opportunities in city 
pianning? Shall we plead guilty to the charge 
cf tsing up our energies in telling what we pro- 
pose to do only to show a faint heart when it 
comes to the constructive work? Are we going 
tc jog as heretofore along lines of least resistance 
as determined by petty self-interest, or are we 
going to hew open lines of contact and a few 
inspiring vistas that will give us that arterial 
life and metropolitan polish so indispensable to 
the prosperity of a large population center? 

The opening of Lindell-Locust connection was 
secured only after the strongest opposition from 
its inception to the adoption of the commis- 
sioner’s report by the Circuit Court. Its value to 
traffic is incalculable and resulted immediately |© 
in injecting new life into the old bones of the 
neighborhood. The proposed widening of Wash- 
ington avenue, west of Jefferson, was fought 
step by step up to its present stage and is still 
far from accomplishment, though an essential 
necessity of our future arterial life, as it is like- 
wise the only hope of interested property owners 
to dispel the hopelessness of present conditions. 

Some vears ago, before large buildings encum- 
bered the north corners of Twelfth street and 
Washington avenue, the Board of Public Improve- 
ments recommended the abandonment of the pro- 
posed widening of Twelfth street north to Cass 
avenue because the city had no means to pay the 
city’s share of the expense, though the commis- 
sioners had not yet been appainted to fix the 
city’s proportion. The plan of connecting the 
north end with the heart of the city by a great 
north and south thoroughfare was met by an in- 
terested property owner with the statement that 
St. Louis was a manufacturing city and that 
they who wanted to see beauty should cross the 
seas and visit Paris. And so they do, only that 
some American cities are offering sight-seeing op- 
portunities closer home. 

The widening of North Twelfth street would 
have been of inestimable value to the central and 
northern parts of the city. Today its accomplish- 
ment is almost prohibitory because of the new 
buildings since erected. The proposed widening 
of Twelfth street south offers a rare chance for 
tying up South St. Louis with the center through 
a plaza-like thoroughfare that will present great 
possibilities of use and treatment for the future 
city. When you recall that there is no continu- 
ous line thoroughfare from the center of the city 
to South St. Louis between Broadway on the east 
and Jefferson avenue on the west, the importance 
o! a direct and wide arterial traffic way reaching 
southward becomes apparent. To abandon the 
proposed widening would mean to draw the south 
line of the center of the city at the south line of 
Market street and tend to discourage the free 
development of the district contiguous to Twelfth 
street south of Market street. 

If the Parkway is built, the picture will suffer 
when, on coming east to Twelfth street, the har- 
mony of the intersection will be disturbed by 
the projection on the southeast corner 
called Peper property. Compare the present pic- 
ture with that of a continued Twelfth street south 
o* Market as it is now north of that. Fancy its 
value to the stranger coming into our city! But 
we are told none of the property owners on the 
line of the proposed widening will admit their 
property will be benefited by the proposed im- 
provement. Of course they won’t. The vision of 
the average property owner does not extend be- 
yond the opposite side of the street. He sees 
immediate interests and not future or public in- 
terests. The intricate maze of jogs and disap- 
pearing streets in St. Louis bears testimony to 
this view. Every subdivider considered the num- 
ber of front feet he could put on the market for 
sale of more importance than conforming to a 
rational adherence to street lines and transpor- 
tation requirements. The physical extension of 
the city was not marked by vision of enlarged 
requirements of a growing community, but in 
most cases by the assertiveness of private over 
public needs. The most humiliating thing about 
it is the fact that the city hall O K’d it. 

I venture the opinion that the southeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Market streets (the Peper 
property) held as it is in a large lot, will be 
worth more, minus the 40 feet to be taken, front- 
ing on a 150-foot wide Twelfth street, than it is 
now with the street at its present width. This 
applies also to all of the lots on the east side of 
Twelfth street as far south as Spruce street, ex- 
cept, of course, the northeast corner of Twelfth 
and Clark avenue, which will be taken almost en- 
tirely in the proposed improvement. The only 
other serious damage to a lot fronting on the 
street is to the southwest corner of Twelfth and 
Clark, which will be taken almost entirely. 
Some say the territory south of Market street 
has little future. It never will have unless you 
encourage it to get into the spotlight. Our street 
lines have disjointed North and South St. Louis. 
There are not over two continuous street inter- 
sections for more than three blocks on Washing- 
ton avenue between. Twelfth street and Jeffer- 
scn avenue. Some of our people shrug their shoul- 
ders in contempt at thought of a Citv Beautiful. 
though the proposed widening of Twelfth street 
is more in the interest of rational demands aside 
from beauty. And yet beauty is the one tonkue 
that speaks all languages. It has been the great- 
est asset of Paris since it was Hausmanized. It 
revitalized Kansas City from a state of bank- 
fuptey and hopelessness. It breathes the spirit 
of youth and joy of life. Chicago in pursuance 
of ite stupendcus conception of the future is 
ylczins Michigan avenue threugh frcm Rendolph 
street to Chicago avenue at a cost of over §8.,- 
000,000. Steps for a wide Twelfth street boule- 
vard from the lake to the city limits are under 
way. 

Let us also do something worth the notice of 
those without our city by building the parkway 
and bringing the picture to a harmonious 
terminus at Twelfth street. 

The economic lessons which can be drawn 
irom the Future City Exhibit at the city hall 
teach us the value of building cities wel) and 
with thought of the future rather than by the 
rule of shoddy and to serve only immediate 
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MAYOR KIEL’S MESSAGE. 

The message sent by Mayor Kiel to the first 
St. Louis Board of Aldermen was excellent in 
tone. 

Cumulative evidence of its progressive spirit is 
found in its recommendations for the parkway 
plan, bridge and river terminal projects, the effi- 
ciency merit system, free employment and legal 
aid bureaus under municipal auspices, permanent 
municipal lodging house, increased support -for 
city eleemosynary institutions and _ recreation 
grounds. These features are in accord with ad- 
vanced principles looking to more highly devel- 
oped functions of usefulness in American city 
government. 

Its adequacy is gratifying in a public document 
that may become locally historical as the first 
executive message of a period that opens with 
the completion of the new and more perfect char- 
te: machinery. It will deepen the impression as 
tc Mr. Kiel’s satisfactory qualities as a construc- 
tive, responsive magistrate whose ideas show 
growth as his experience with practical city prob- 
lems lengthen. mw 


WELL DONE, GOV. MAJOR. 

Gov. Major’s appointment of former Judge 
Eugene McQuillin to the place on the State Public 
Service Commission vacated by Frank Wight- 
man is good from several standpoints. 

Judge McQuillin is a Republican, and his selec- 
tion to fill the place of a Republican without re- 
quirement by law is an excellent nonpartisan 
precedent. It divides the commission politically. 

The appointee is a St. Louisan and this city, 
which has greater municipal public utility inter- 
ests than all the rest of the State, is given deserved 
representation on the commission. 

In Judge McQuillin Gov. Major has selected the 
type of man who gives promise of exceptional 
usefulness. His judicial training and experience 
should be valuable in the work of the com- 
mission.

CONQUERING AMERICA. 

T is the fashion, in literary circlea, 
since the Great War, to conquer 
America in ‘Battle of Dorking’’ 

Style, brought up to date, of course. 
with modern weapons and embellishe4 
with horrors such as were undreamed 
of in Napoleon's days. 

Cleveland Moffett, for instance, in Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine, is giving us a fine 
forecast of America conquered by the 
Germans. And J. U. Giesy, whose book 
is published by the MacAulay Co. of 
New York, gives us a somewhat simi- 
lar forecast in “All For His Country,” 
in which the invaders are Japanese. 
Both stories are made in the highest 
degree plausible. Moffett tells how the 
Panama Canal is crippled and the U. 8. 
fleet bottled up in the Pacific while 
a German fleet attacks New York and 
lands an army. Prophet Giesy does 
not bother with the canal, but pictures 
the Japs suddenly capturing San Fran- 
cisco and the other Pacific Coast cities 
by a clever ruse, effected in the same 
manner at the various points attacked. 
The wreck of New York with its ac- 
companying slaughter of thousands of 
citizens, is strikingly similar in both 
stories. Moffett uses Germany as the 
aggressor, but leaves it to the reader 
to substitute any strong nation which 
he may imagine has designs on this 
country. 

In Giesy’s romance, the American 
Government is manned by leaders whose 
names are a thin disguise for those of 
the present Wilson administration, 
Bryan, under the name Ryan, being a 
peace advocate, refusing to become 
alarmed until it is proven that the 
worst has happened. There is also a 
clever picture of a big politiclan who 
persistently hampers all preparations 
for defense unless his clique can reap 
a financial harvest from the nation’s 
sufferings. 

The war surprise of the German mon- 
ster siege guns is used to point the 
warning that, in addition to our unpre- 
paredness against ordinary war meth- 
ods, we might be temporarily paralyzed, 
as was Belgium, with some frightfu! 
new weapon sprung on us by an invad- 
ing force. 

All of which makes good reading 
these days. The ‘Battle of Dorking’ 
did not come off as its author pictured, 
but the European war is worse than 
anything he then conceived. We re- 
fuse to be alarmed, and in some ways 
these prophetically worded war ro- 
mances are even a little amusing. But 
the unexpected does happen. And our 
national leaders will do well not to feel 
that we are immune to attack. The 
conquest of America might be impos- 
sible, but untold damage to American 
interests and terrible loss of American 
life is quite conceivable, if we continue 
to live in a fool's paradise.
